SURVEY SHOWS 


Pork, Veal, Fish and Poul- 
try Plentiful—Spokes- 
man Warns Against 
‘Excitement.’ 


Most retail stores in St. Louis 
appeared to be short of beef to- 
day—either entirely out of it or 
with supplies that will last only 
until about the middle of the 
week, a spot survey showed. 

But supplies of pork, veal, fish 
and poultry appeared sufficient 
for a large-scale shift in house- 
wives’ buying habits, already felt 
in some stores as beef supplies 
dried up. 

“This is a beef shortage—not 
a meat shortage,” a spokesman for 
the Kroger Co. said emphatically. 
“There is no need‘ for anyone 
to get excited. If the beef men 


maybe people can change their 
eating habits and beat this thing.” 

Kroger stores were reported 
virtually out of beef this morning. 
An Atlantic & Pacific Food Stores 
spokesman said that chain’s meat 
counters had normal beef sup- 
plies this morning and that buy- 
ers were trying today to purchase 
supplies that would last through 
the week. An officer of the 
Greater St. Louis Retail Food 
Dealers’ Association said the 1000 
member stores were well supplied 
with beef for the first part of 
the week but that “it will really 
be tough” by the end of the week.

Americans must forget political 
boundaries, bickerings over dele- 
gation of authority and other 
“governmental foolishness” and 
get down to the business of or- 
ganizing civil defense immediate- 
ly, delegates to the first “shirt- 
sleeve” working conference of the 
10-state Midwest Civil Defense 
region were warned here yester- 
day. 

An air of extreme emergency 
was brought to the conference, 
which was held at the Armory, 
by Millard Caldwell, administra- 
tor of the Federal Civil Defense 
Administration, and other federal 
officials. They said civil defense 
must be perfected by next spring 
to meet the threat of bombing at- 
tacks by Russia on American 
cities. 

Delays of Congress Criticized. 

Caldwell criticized Congress 
for delay in providing funds for 
civil defense, stating that news- 
papers, radio and television sta- 
tions to date have expended 
many times more funds in sup- 
port of civil defense than all gov- 
ernmental agencies combined. 

Caldwell visited the St. Louis 
Police Academy today and ob- 
served the in-training ae 
activity for regular and auxiliary

For another year St. Louis is to be 
without the services of a tuberculosis 
controller. This position was cut out of 
the record-breaking budget passed by 
the Board of Aldermen, making St. 
Louis a unique city, for there are few 
cities the size of ours without a physi- 
cian to co-ordinate the many programs 
of tuberculosis control. 

The salary of a qualified TB control- 
ler is less than it costs to maintain four 
patients at Koch Hospital for a year. 
Unless St. Louis is provided with the 
services of a co-ordinator, and he is 
given sufficient staff to carry out an 
adequate control program, we may 
lose al] the gains that have been made. 

In St. Louis, TB not only kills twice 
as many people as are killed in automo- 
bile accidents, but kills more of our 
citizens than all other communicable 
diseases combined. A strong health de- 
partment is a must for St. Louis, and I 
sincerely hope that the necessary steps 
will be taken to correct our present de- 
ficiencies.

The Missouri House votes Tuesday on whether 
to increase truck fees. This vote culminates a 
dirty fight by the truckers’ lobby and on it rests 
the fate of the state good roads program... 

__ First the choice is between Missouri’s crack- 
ing pavements and safe modern highways. Be- 
hind that this issue pits the organized road 
busters’ lobby against the people and their 
elected Representatives. ; 

Future hopes of improved roads depend on 
Senate passage of a 3-cents-a-gallon gasoline 
tax and House approval of higher truck fees. 
But the Senate may not approve the penny 


- higher gas tax unless the House first passes 


the truck bill. 
Most of the state’s road revenue now comes 


from automobile owners, by way of gas taxes. 
federal tests 
show, come from big trucks. Senators fear 
motorists would resent a gas tax rise unless 
trucks are made to pay their share of road costs. 

So when the House votes, road plans will 
hang in the balance. The House tentatively 
approved the truck bill by 72 votes to 49, but 
78 votes will be needed to assure final passage. 
Will those six additional votes appear? 

They will not if the truck lobby, now bom- 
barding legislators with telegrams, has its way. 
These lobbyists still pretend that they would 
accept a “reasonable” increase in fees, though 
their brazen lobbying tactics indicate that they 
want no increase whatsoever. 

The truckers not only have fought desper- 
ately against paying their share of road costs, 


but they even want the state to raise their 


load limits. If they had their way, the free- 
wheeling giants of the roadways would do even 
more damage in this state. 

But the truck fee bill will pass easily if House 
members regard the public interest or the facts 
of the case. For the facts are that Missouri’s 
road program is tied to the lowest gas tax and 
the lowest average truck taxes in the nation. 
More money is needed to provide smooth and 
safe highways. The gas tax and truck fee bills 
between them will do no more than permit a 
beginning on a good improvement program. 

With their arrogant lobbying the road busters 
have aroused widespread public resentment. 
Any Representative who votes for them will 
inherit this resentment. The good roads issue 
is not a party issue, and the vote Tuesday will 
show exactly how individual legislators stand. 

Each vote will be counted for the road busters 
or for road building.

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Test Case in Beef 

There will be plenty of amateur economists 
to tell the public this week that the beef short- 
age is the result of a profound economic law, 
and that the only way to solve it is to abandon 
price controls. 

The profound economic law now being dem- 
onstrated, we suspect, is the rather simple one 
that people sometimes wait to see which way 
the cat is going to jump. The Government has 
been subjected to intense bombardment by those 
who want price controls taken off everything, 
and especially by cattle and packing interests 
who want a special position for beef. It is 
natural that cattle feeders should withhold their 
marketings until they find out whether the beef 
price rollback order is going to be modified, 
and whether the Defense Production Act is go- 
ing to be extended. 

We hope the Administration will stand firm 
on beef prices and that Congress will stand firm 
for the extension of controls. Once this firm- 
ness is amply demonstrated, Price Director 
DiSalle believes, cattle will come to market and 
the beef shortage will end. For the sake of 
holding the line against inflation—and beef 
prices are a key element in the defense—it 
ought to be possible to eat pork for a while. 
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Medical Care Comes First 


St. Louis can properly demand that its hos- 
pitals and its ill citizens do not become casual- 
ties of a war between Mayor Darst and Comp- 
troller Carpenter. 

There are rumbling threats from the Mayor’s 
office to take the dubious step of removing the 
Budget Director from the Comptroller’s jurisdic- 
tion, apparently because the Comptroller's office 
reduced hospital supplies requisitions, according 
to the Mayor. 

Mr. Carpenter’s defense is that he is trying to 
observe the eminently sound principle of hold- 
ing appropriations for city institutions within 
expected revenues. The Mayor would be on 
sounder ground if his approach to the city’s 
money problems had included less backing and 
filling on the earnings tax, and more forthright 
effort to find the revenues needed to meet re- 
quired expenditures. 

But far more important than the question of 
who is right and who is wrong in this adminis- 
trative dispute at City Hall is the obligation on 
both men to make sure that the city is providing 
the best possible medical care for the sick. 
About that point there can be no argument. 
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Not a Job for Congress 

The nation owes small thanks to Senator Kem 
for his rider to an appropriations bill hitting at 
shipments of war goods to Russia and its 
satellites. 

What is wrong with it obviously is not the 
principle of cutting down the Kremlin’s war- 
making capacity. The error is in the manner in 
which it is to be carried out. 

Senator Kem proposed, and Congress precipi- 
tately approved, cutting off all American non- 
military economic and financial assistance to 
any nation shipping arms, war materiel, or any 
commodity which may be used in the manufac- 
ture of war materiel, behind the Iron Curtain. 

Perhaps the Senator was thinking of the 
highly-publicized British shipments to Commu- 
nist China. However, this rider will not affect 
that trade, because Britain is not receiving any 
non-military economic assistance from the Unit- 
ed States anyway. 

Instead, the law will deprive the United States 
of its principal means of bringing weak, waver- 
ing nations firmly into the free world’s camp. 

They can stop shipments to the Soviet bloc 
or they can stop receiving American aid, in 
either case so weakening their economies that 
they would be easy prey fcr internal Commu- 
nists; or they can simply move over to the 
Kremlin's side. 

The rider will tremendously increase the dif- 
ficulty of putting West Germany, Austria and 
Japan on their feet. Thus far, even with the 
assistance of the limited trade those countries 
are permitted to conduct with the East, they 
have been boulders around the necks of Ameri- 
can taxpayers. The burden will become worse 
if Japan cannot send textiles and bicycles to 
China in exchange for Manchurian coal and 
iron, for example. 

There is one small escape hatch. The National 
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Security Council, provided it goes through an 
enormously complicated administrative routine, 
can make exceptions. However, when it does so, 
as it unquestionably must, it will always be at 
the mercy of some wild-eyed Congressman who 
may happen to disagree with the experts’ opin- 
ion of what is war materiel. Further, whenever 
there is a chance to get some commodity such 
as manganese the free world badly needs in 
exchange for surplus cotton, the National Secur- 
ity Céuncil will have to convince Congress of 
the need for the transaction. 

President Truman has called for modification 
of the rider. It should be modified. The prob- 
lem is an administrative one, and should be left 
in the hands of the men who are qualified to 
examine each proposed transaction. They, and 
not Congress, ought to decide what trading helps 
and what hinders the national security., 
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Design for Bogging Down 

Senator Bridges has resorted to a time-proved 
political trick in dealing with the proposal for 
an investigation of the China lobby. Since he is 
one of the most vocal and persistent mouth- 
pieces for the China lobby in Congress, the 
Senator from New Hampshire may well possess 
only a limited enthusiasm for the proposed in- 
vestigation. Yet an investigation is hard to 
oppose outright. 

In the bag of political trickery, the formula 
for a situation like that is to join the virtuous 
side and overload the investigation so thorough- 
ly that it will break down and never get any- 
where. That is precisely what Senator Bridges 
now proposes. He would have the investigation 
cover not only the China lobby but also the 
Chinese Communist lobby in Washington, just 
in case there is one; and also the lobbies of all 
Russian satellite countries, all friendly nations, 
and “the great international oil interests.” Mr. 
Bridges seems to have listed everything except 
perhaps the lobby on the kitchen stove. 

By an interesting coincidence, this same po- 
litical trick has just been attempted in Missouri 
in an effort to kill the proposed investigation of 
the truck lobby. A move was made to extend 
the scope of the inquiry to all lobbies. 

It is as if the Fulbright committee had been 
forbidden to investigate the RFC unless and’ 
until it undertook to investigate all the financial 
institutions in the United States simultaneously. 

There was little difficulty at Jefferson City jin 
seeing through the ruse. Senator Bridges’ sim- 
ilar dodge should be discredited with equal ease. 
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A Contrast in Judges 

By odd coincidence, the Illinois judicial elec- 
tion has established on the Supreme Court at 
Springfield for nine-year terms two men who 
seemingly hold different views as to the right of 
persons to be represented by lawyers to protect 
their trial rights. 

One is Justice Walter V. Schaefer, Democrat 


‘of Lake Bluff, elected to continue in the seat to 


which he was appointed by Gov. Stevenson. The 
other is Justice-elect Ralph L. Maxwell, Repub- 
lican of Nashville, now a circuit judge. 


As to Justice Schaefer’s position there is no 
doubt whatever. When a professor in the North- 
western University Law School, he was active 
in the campaign to halt the “merry-go-round,” 
which the late Supreme Court Justice Wiley 
Rutledge said was spinning about in [Illinois 
criminal procedure. 

At that time, Justice Schaefer worked with 
the bar committee which assisted the Illinois 
Supreme Court in drawing up the rule that 
guaranteed counsel for all persons accused of 
crime in Illinois after Sept. 1, 1948. He worked 
for the Barry-Lee .bill, passed by the [Illinois 
Legislature and signed by Gov. Stevenson in 
1949, to chart a way through the maze of tech- 
nicalities for -imprisoned persons who say their 


“rights were not respected when they were 


sentenced. 

Judge Maxwell, on the other hand, went so 
far as to declare the Barry-Lee Act unconstitu- 
tionai. Ruling in March, 1950, in the case of 


Richard O’Neill of St. Louis, a long-term pris-. 


oner at Menard, who sought to use the new 
law, Judge Maxwell said the act violated both 
the Illinois and Federal Constitutions. Judge 
Maxwell also argued that the law made the 
judiciary subservient to the Legislature and 
took final jurisdiction away from the State 
Supreme Court. 

All this went out the window when the Illinois 
Supreme Court upheld the law. Now that Judge 
Maxwell is going to be a member ‘of the Su- 
preme Court, he’ will surely join in upholding 
the law. One of the first things he, Justice 
Schaefer and the court as reconstituted should 
do is to make certain that Richard O’Neill and 
all others who say their rights were invaded 
have a chance to apply the law intended for 
their relief. 

The purpose is not to free anyone. The 
purpose is to provide a certain means for deter- 
mining whether a prisoner who says he was 
unfairly convicted is telling the truth. 

It may well be that too many Illinois State’s 
Attorneys and Circuit Judges are not applying 
the Barry-Lee Act as intended by the Legisla- 
ture. The Illinois Supreme Court is the body 
to find out. 
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Flimflam for Veterans 

While it may pile up a good deal of important 
unfinished business, the Missouri Legislature 
does seem determined to cut itself some vote 
bait before it adjourns: This is taking the form 
of a constitutional amendment authorizing the 
payment of bonuses running as high as $1000 
to veterans of World War II and the military 
action in Korea. 

The House put its final OK on the measure 
last week, and it now remains to be seen 
whether the State Senate will have the good 
sense to turn it down. If it does not, the issue 
will be before the voters in the 1952 elections. 

We hope that the veterans will not be taken 
in by this seemingly generous gesture in their 
behalf. If the bonus were adopted, they would 
foot most of the bill. 

Some of the money would come from a tax 
on corporation incomes, but much of it would 
be raised by taxes on cigarettes, liquor and 
other items. And those taxes would be largely 
paid by veterans and their families. 

Even worse would be the inflationary effect 
of a general bonus of this kind. It would mean 
a quick shot of extra purchasing power and an 
accompanying pressure for higher prices. To 
the individual, the bonus would be a windfall 
all too quickly spent. The cost would linger 
longer. That is why Charles E. Wilson, direc- 
tor of the Office of Defense Mobilication, early 


in May sent a letter to governors, mayors and 


other political officials asking them to refrain 
from soldiers’ bonus payments at this time. 
Such payments, he said, would “mortgage future 
buying power to spend today.”

Freedom of speech now has an impor- 
tant companion—the right to freedom 
from speech. It has been declared by the 
Court .of Appeals in a case holding that 
advertisers and a traction company are 
not entitled to inflict commercial radio 
broadcasts on “captive audiences” in pub- 
lic busses or streetcars. 

Though applying immediately to the city 
of Washington, this ruling, if sustained on 
appeal, will presumably silence such “bus- 
casts” in a number of other cities and 
areas in the United States. 


The court recognized that a majority of 
riders may approve, or even like, the 
broadcasts of music, news, and commer- 
cials; but the question, it held, is not one 
merely of a majority choice but also of 
rights of a minority. . 

Judge Henry W. Edgerton and his two 
colleagues held that the constitutional 
guarantee of liberty includes “the right of 
a person... to be free in the enjoyment 
of all his faculties,” and that this includes 
“freedom of attention, which forced listen- 
ing destroys.” : 

Bus and streetcar passengers, the court 
believed, should be ‘free to “read, talk, 
meditate and relax.” If instead a selected 
fare of broadcasts and advertisements is 
forced upon their ears, the loss of mental 


privacy adds, for some persons, a serious 


cost to the price of using a public con- 
veyance. : 

“Some discomforts,” said the court, 
“may perhaps be inevitable incidents of 
mass transportation, but forced listening 
is neither incidental nor inevitable.” 

Though the court has not asked our 
opinion, we concur—heartily.

And, as the court pointed out, “there 
is no evidence that any large’ group of pas- 
sengers actually wish to go on being en- 
tertained by broadcasts forced upon other 
passengers at the cost of their comfort and 
freedom.” 

Having repeatedly criticized the transit 
radio venture, this newspaper is naturally

any legislation has been passed on this 
subject, however, the court says flatly that 
the broadcasting of commercials and an- 
nouncements on streetcars is’ unconstitu- 
tional. 

“Freedom of attention, which forced 
listening destroys,” the court says,. “is a 
part of liberty essential to individuals and 
to society.” The Constitution says nothing 
about “freedom of attention.” . 

How far should the courts go beyond 
fundamentals in reading into the word 
“liberty” new freedoms that may cut off 
the rights of the policy-making arms of 
Government to work out their social and 
economic problems? Certainly the Su- 
preme Court made a serious blunder a few 
decades ago in setting up the “freedom of 
contract” doctrine as a bar to minimum- 
wage laws and other social experiments. 

That mistake ought not to be repeated, 
not even in the interest of saving streetcar 
passengers from the boredom of blaring 
commercials. 

The Court of Appeals relies in part upon 
the reasoning of the Supreme Court in 
upholding a municipal ordinance prohibit- 
ing loud and raucous\sound trucks in pub- 
lic streets. But in that case (Kovacs v. 
Cooper) the Supreme Court merely left 
the community free to deal with its own 
problem. It did not say that raucous 
sound trucks on the public streets are a. 
violation of the Bill of Rights. 

We cannot help thinking that the re- 
joicing of many citizens will be cooled by 
the knowledge that the victory over tran- 
sit radio has come from a judicial stretch- 
ing of “due process” instead of from the 
pressure of public opinion, or action by 
Congress or the utilities com on.

$36,180 Outlay for Program 
to Find New Cases—58,825 
Mobile Unit X-rays. — 


Expenditures by the Tuberculo- 
sis and Health Society totaled 
$216,515 for the year ended last 
March 31, William D. Walsh, 
treasurer, reported today. 

Of the total, $36,180 was spent 
Bg society in its program to 
n 
The organization’s mobile X-ray 
unit made 58,825 free chest X- 
rays during the fiscal year. An 
additional 14,430 routine X-ray 
examinations were made on pa- 
tients admitted to Homer G. Phil- 
lips Hospital, St. Louis County 

hospital and the county clinic. 

As a result of these X-rays, 685 
suspected cases of the disease 
were discovered through the mo- 
bile unit’s work and 546 through 
the hospital and clinic examina- 
tions. 

These programs have been a 
factor in the decrease by 24.7 per 
cent in tuberculosis deaths in the 
past five years, the report said. 
However, Clem F. Storckman, so- 
ciety president, pointed out there 
are an estimated 800 undiscovered 
cases in the area and the need for 
a continued intensive program is 
pressing. 

Largest single expenditure in 
the fiscal year was $62,881 for the 
health education program. Other 
major items included $12,044 for 
a public information program; 
$7310 for a program to rehabili- 
tate patients discharged from in- 
stitutions after treatment, and 
$6650 for statistical research. 

The 1950-51 Christmas seal

Arkansas Decision in 1951 Cited | 
As Bell Rate-Making Precedent 


Issues Decided Along 


Missouri Communities Opposing 
Higher Charges. 


Likes ‘Advocated by

JEFFERSON CITY, June 11— 
Participants in the hearing. on 
Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co.’s proposed Missouri rate in- 
crease of $12,750,000 a year will 
have as a precedent a 1951 Ar- 
kansas decision against this util- 
ity which is applicable to princi- 
pal Missouri issues. The hearing 
will start here tomorrow be- 
— the Missouri Public Service 

mmission. 

Outstanding issues in_ the 
Arkansas case, which were de- 
cided along lines advocated by 
Missouri communities opposing 
the higher telephone charges, 
were: 

The end result of Southwest- 
ern’s profit structure—that is, 
the effect on earnings of Amer- 
ican Telephone & Telegraph 
Co., which owns Southwestern. 

Limitation of the rate of 
earning allowable for South- 
western. 

Full deduction of the com- 
pany’s big depreciation reserve 
from the property investment 
in arriving at the capital base 
on which earnings are fixed. 

Use of the widely accepted 
original cost method of valuing 
the property instead of the 
higher basis of reproduction 
cost offered by the company. 

The Arkansas Public Service 
Commission, in a decision last 
January that escaped general 
public attention in Missouri, gave 
Southwestern 78.3 per cent of 


the Arkansas rate _ increase 
sought. The company had applied 
for a schedule to yield $4,600,000 
more annually, and began col- 
lecting the rates in that schedule, 


under bond guaranteeing refunds 
of the excess. It was allowed an 
increase of $3,605,591. 

The Arkansas commission al- 
lowance was based on a 6 per 
cent “return,” or profit, on a 


telephone equipment but took no 
action on this point, unlike the 
Missouri commission’s 1950 deci- 
sion. It accepted the company’s 
showing on fairness of the license 
fee paid A.T.&T. unlike the Mis- 


share on its stock rather than the 
$100. par. 

This line of reasoning, dealing 
with the end result of how much 
A.T.&T. would draw in profits as 
owner of Southwestern’s stock, 
was followed by the commission 
in reaching its conclusion that 6 
per cent on a net base was suffi- 
cient earning. 

The commission also took an 
important stand in this phase by 
holding that an equal division’ of 
capital between equity (stock) and 
debt (bonds) was a reasonable 
basis for purposes of rate regu- 
lation. In contrast, the Bell sys- 
tem has urged two-thirds equity 
and. one-third debt on the ground 
this is an ideal safe condition. As 
the proportion of debt in capital 
structure goes down, the propor- 
tion of profit available for stock 
dividends goes up, but the rate 
of earning shown for the stock 
decreases. 

Thus, the commission’s idea of 
capital structure tends to result 
in a relatively high rate of earn-

Army Can Use - | 


4-F Athletes, 
Senators Say 


WASHINGTON, June 11, (AP)— 
A Senate group suggested today 
that a lot of college and profes- 
sional atletes now exempt from 
military service should. be drafted. 

“A man physically able to play 
baseball ar football daily is able 
to make a worthwhile contribution 
to the strength of the nation,” the 
preparedness subcommittee of he 
Armed Services committee said in. 
a report to the Senate. 

The report revived an issue that 
excited considerable debate in 
World War II, when manyathletes 
were turned down for military 
service because of some physical 
defect. 

The preparedness investigating 
group, headed by Senator Lyndon 
Johnson (Dem.), Texas, called for 
Fig departure from such pol- 

es 

This recommendation was a 
part of a subcommittee check of 
16 Army, Navy, Air Force and 
Marine training centers where 
some 95,784 men and officers, 
most of them “presumably” fit 
for front-line fighting, were found 
assigned to “chair corps” or non- 
combat jobs. 

The report cited athletes as 
examples of what it was criticiz- 
ing in alleging failure to make 
full use of the nation’s manpower. 

“No better illustration can be 


| cited than the policy—both dur- 


ing World War II and now—of 
classifying as IV-Fs (physically 
unfit) college and professional 
athletes, who happen to have 
some physical irregularity,” the 
report said. 

“The day-to-day activities of 
these youths belie the claim that 
they are useless to the services. 
The competitive sports in which 
they engage usually require a 
much higher degree of physical 
activity and exertion than perhaps 
75 per cent of the members of the 
armed services experience. 

“Furthermore, these athletes 
maintain their condition through 
strenuous calisthenics, identical 
or; in many instances, more rig- 
orous than calisthenics required 
of service men.” 

“Many of these men certainly 
could be replaced by athletes now 
exempt for irregular bone struc- 
ture or some other chronic de- 
ficiencies, or by personnel re- 
turned on rotation from the bat- 
tle front.” 

The Senators said the references 
to athletes were not made 
“because they are in the public 
eye.” 

Such men, the report added, 
should not be treated as excep- 
tions or as scapegoats.

Campus That Covers the Globe

NEW YORK, June 11. 
ARRY TICE is the target for 
many a bad joke when conven- 
tional educators introduce him 
at dinners—this one is standard: 
“Ladies and/gentlemen, I want 
you to meet now, a man who is 
the head of a unique university— 
when his students want to play 


Says Larry Tice: “If you can’t 
take a kidding in this business, 
I guess there’s something wrong 
with you... .” 

Many a college with front page 
football teams, would be unable 
to match the front page alumni 
list of I.C.S.—Eddie Rickenbacker, 
president of Eastern Airlines~ 
Charles E. Wilson, director of 
fense Mobilization, former héad

Walter D. Fuller, president of 
Curtis Publishing — W. Stuart 
Symington, new head of the RFC, 
who added an I.C.S. diploma to 
the one he got at Yale.

HYDE PARK, Sunday. 

WAS a little discouraged yes- 
| terday to find gertain gentle- 

men in Congress' making accu- 
sations that there was a plot 
against. Gen. MacArthur, that 
certain dispatches had not been 
given in full by the Chiefs of 
Staff and that a wrong impres- 
sion had therefore been created. 

As an ordinary citizen I some- 
times wonder whether in the last 
few weeks we have not given too 
much information to the world. 
Sometimes it looks to me as 
though we believed that no one 
except ourselves could hear or 
read what appears in the press 
or is broadcast on the radio in 
our country. We have certainly 
been handing much information 
to people of other nations, which 
may or may not be advisable. 

What is more important, we are 
creating the impression before 
the world, I think, that we have 
no one in this country whom we 
trust. High officials in the Army 
and Navy are supposed to be 
non-political, at least as far as 
their service is concerned; and 
they are supposed to be loyal to 
whatever administration is in 
power, and to their Commander 
in Chief regardless of party. From 
what I now read in the papers, 
however, some of our public serv- 
ants question not only whether 
that is a proper attitude, but 
whether these service people are 
actually worthy of being believed 
and trusted. | 

: =. 


INVESTIGATIONS, disclosures 
of failures and weaknesses on the 
part of people in official posi- 
tions are essential, I suppose. 
Still, I believe we should see them 
in perspective. We should keep 
our general faith in the integrity 
of our public servants, in both 
parties, and believe that those 
who fall short are the exception 
and not the rule. The emphasis on 
suspicions, however, has been so 
great of late that it may well lead 


to suspicion on the part of other 
nations. They wonder, I am sure, 
whether a nation where people 
mistrust each other so much can 
be trusted by the world as a 
whole. It is too good an oppor- 
tunity not to be exploited by the 
Soviets. I am sure they are say- 
ing to their satellites: The United 
States can not even trust its own 
public servants, so why should 
you. believe anything that their 
representatives tell you? This is 
far from the impression we would- 
like to encourage in the world as 
a whole.

I WOULD LIKE to feel that, 
though we differed with -each

public positions. Above all, we 
should realize that in everything 
we do we paint a picture of how 
democracy functions, and we 
should constantly remember that 
we are trying to persuade the rest 
of the world that democracy has 
great advantages which they 
should aspire to achieve.

WHENEVER a pack is building 
up, the very best cards you can 


put into it are cards that might 
be added to your own canastas. 
Probably they are safe discards, 
although of course they are not 
quite as safe as a black three 
would te. But their big impor- 
tance is this: If you get the pack, 
it will contain cards that you are 
able. to held if you want to; if 
the opponents take the pack, how- 
ever, it will contain cards that 
are of no use whatever to them— 
cards that will clutter up their 
hand even more than black 
threes. They won’t be able to 
meld them, they won’t be able to 
go out while they still hold them 
in their hands, and they won't 
be able to discard them safely 
unless they freeze the pack first. 
Because, according to the official 
laws, a card that matches a canas- 
ta is still not a stopcard. 


Question. Is it possible to play 
five-hand Canasta without part- 
ners—every man for himself? 

Answer: Anything is possible. 
However, I believe you will find 
it more enjoyable to play three 
against two, with one man from 
the side of three sitting out each 
deal, so that actual play is as in 
four-hand partnership Canasta.

clerking at $12.50 a month. When 
he was grown, Lawyer James 
Shields talked him into buying 
Prim Justine’s stock of store 
goods. That was in 1906. Eight 
years later Post Office Inspector 
Fred Rider came along and talked 
him into being postmaster. Now 
he is 67 and his folks are trying 
to talk him into selling out and 
he’ll be dogged if he will. For 
once he is going to have his own 
Way. 

George Wallace is the old 
storekeeper of Old Mines, post- 
master and everybody’s friend. 
Ever since he grew up he has 
been the community counsellor, 
giving free advice, getting peo- 
ple out of trouble. loaning them 
money, paying cash for eggs and 
garden truck, handing out mail 
there at his store at the side of 
the road, being a friend of man 
the best he knew how. Now, just 
because he is old, he is not going 
back on the neighbors who have 
stood by him all these years, 
which is the way he puts it. 

Wallace would never have come 
to Old Mines if he hadn’t been 
talked into it. Old Mines wasn’t 
what you would call a town. It 
was just a scatterin’ of miners’ 
shacks up and down the creek. 
Lead and tiff, mostly tiff, they 


- mined by hand. Most of the land, 


thousands of acres, was owned 
by the. National Lead Co. The 
only farming was on little patches 
of ground. 

Nearly all the miners were 
French and in order to do busi- 
ness he had to learn to jabber 
it himself. All but a few of them 
were Catholics and he was a Mis- 
sionary Baptist, with Scotch Pres- 
byterian ancestry, but they didn’t 
hold that against him. He had 
been born and raised at Potosi, 
which by comparison might be 
called a city. He was 21, a clerk 
in the J. W.’ Settle store, had 
Deen elected city marshal and 
was thinking of getting married. 
He had saved up a few hundred 
dollars, but had no notion of go- 
ing into business, not for a long 
while anyway. But just about then 
Prim Justine, storekeeper at Old 
Mines, died. James Shields, real 
estate man and money lender of 
Potosi, was named administrator. 
He talked Wallace into bpying 
the stock for $876, which was a 
mark-down and a bargain at the 
price. The buildings belonged to 
the lead company. Later Wallace 
bought them and a block of land 
for $3700, including the dwelling 
that had been built in 1782, where 
he and his bride, who had been 
Harriet Simpson from Jefferson 
county, set up housekeeping and 
where they live to this day. 
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T was known along Old Mines 
| creek that George Wallace had 

come from the big town of Po- 
tosi and was wise in the ways of 
the world, so they took to him 
from the first and came to him 
with their troubles. He was glad 
that they did, for he was friendly 
by nature and was glad that they 
trusted him. He not only sold to 
them on credit but when they 
were hard up he loaned them 
small sums. If one of them need- 
ed more money than Wallace 
could spare out of his business 
he took the man to the Washing- 
ton County Bank at Potosi and 
went good for the loan. When 
legal advice was needed beyond 
his capacity to supply he would 
go to the lawyers up at the coun- 
ty seat and talk it out of them 
and not charge his customer any- 
thing for it. If it was family 
trouble or a dispute where feel- 
ings ran high he sent them to 
the priest. 

“I took interest in them,” he 
says now, “and gave them honest 
advice. I have ever since.” 

At first Pat Murphy had the 
postoffice at his store down the 
road, but he didn’t care for it and 
in 1914 gave it up. The Govern- 
ment had to find a new postmas- 
ter. Fred Rider, the inspector, 
asked Wallace to take it. He 
didn’t care for it but Rider didn’t 
have much difficulty in talking 
him into it. The postoffice at 
Shibboleth was being discontin- 
ued. Wallace bought the equip- 
ment, including the pigéonhole 
rack which he still uses. 

Old Mines was quite a settle- 
ment then, with about 600 fam- 
ilies along the creek and up in the 
hills. Now, with the tiff mines 
worked by machinery, there are

only about 300 and the popula- 
tion is stHl dwindling, for as fast 
as the old company houses are 
vacated they are torn down. Most 
of the men work at tiff washeries 
or at industries in the larger 
towns of the area. 

In early times 85 per cent of 
the trading at the store was on 
credit and much of it still is, but 
Wallace never lost much by trust- 
ing people. His books show that 
in the 45 years he has been in 
business he has had to mark off 
as bad’ debts a little less than 
$1500. 


“It goes to show,” he says, “that 
most folks-are honest.” One rea- 
son why he hasn’t lost moré is 
that he always had a limit. He 
figured what a customer could 
pay and what he couldn’t and 
gave credit accordingly. Some of

the acounts ran a good while but 
most of his customers paid up 
eventually.

OST country stores in the old 
days, when buying produce 
from farmers and gardeners, 
paid for it in trade. Wallace never 
did that. He didn’t think it was 
quite fair because it meant a 
double profit for the storekeeper, 
one on the produce bought, and 
one on the goods given in ex- 
change, bought at wholesale and 
sold at retail prices. His way was 
to pay for what he bought and 
not to force the producers to take 
it out in trade. People from whom 
he bought could take what he 
paid them and walk out without 
buying a thing. He still does 
business that way. , 
It used to be that what he 


bought didn’t run into much 
money. Eggs for instance. He used 
to buy them for eight to 10 cents 
a dozen. Now he has to shell out 
45 to 50 cents. It is that way with 
everything that he buys. On the 
selling side it is the same. Nails 
that he used to sell for two cents 
a pound now bring 15 cents. 
Shoes that sold for $1.25 now cost 
$6.50. Flour that went for 50 
cents now brings $2.10. Domestic 
that he used to measure out at 5 
cents a yard now costs 45 cents. 
Overalls were 50 cents. Now they 
are $2.98. A work shirt that could 
be bought for 39 cents now costs 
$2. A “best” shirt, for Sunday- 
go-to-meetin’, could be had for 50 
cents but now a man who wants 
to dress up on Sunday has to pay 
$3.50.
